JU E D K ii OC l l AT8 AND ELECTION 
REFORM. 


T h e most impi riant piece of legisla­ 
tion know in Wisconsin for many years 
is the Cooper election la*, enacted by 
the late sealion of the legislature. 
It 
hiaugurates a radical reform in the man­ 
ner of conducting elections, and goes as 
far as is possible in making the ballot 
secret and independent. 
Following the good example of Wis­ 
consin, New York is trying to secure the 
same reform. The assembly has passed 
a bi.l similar to the Cooper law, by a 
large majority, and there is no doubt it 
will be concurred in by the eenate. Two 
yeais ago the New York legislature 
passed He same bill but it was prevented 
becoming a law 
by 
the 
veto 
of 
Governor Hill. The governor knew 
on 
which 
side 
his 
bread 
was 
buttered when he put the seal of his 
condemnation on that nill. 
Any law 
which has for its object the purification 
of the ballot, is against tho political in­ 
terests of Governor Hill. The Austra­ 
lian system of holding elections, now 
adopted in Wiscon! in and Massachu­ 
setts, is death to vote buying, and con­ 
sequently means the en! of democratic 
supremacy in New York. It secures 
an 
honest 
vote. 
It 
ensures 
a 
secret ballot. It gives any man a golden 
opportunity to vote as he pleases. But 
Governor Hill does not want that kind 
of a ballot. 
The Australian system, if 
adopted, will be the end cf Tammany 
and the downfall of David B. Hill. Th6 
governor knows this, and to further his 
political ambition be veoted the bill two 
years ago, and there is no doubt he will 
veto it again if passed by the pre cl! 
legislature. 
The Getter claes cf democratic papers 
of New York city ere in favor of the Aus­ 
tralian ballot. They are warning Gov­ 
ernor Hill not to veto the bill should it 
pass, 
The World is using its power­ 
ful it fiuence in the support of the re­ 
form ballot system.

The Everett was op her way from this city 
to New Boston bay when about 7 o’clock in 
the evening she was struck by a terrific 
gale of wind and 6uuk in twenty feet of 
water. 
Ten of the persons qn board were 
on tho lower deck or in Otho* open parts of 
tho boat and were dung into the water as 
the craft sunk. 
They 
all 
managed 
to 
escape 
by 
swimming 
to 
the 
overturned craft and clinging to the 
small portion of it Which 
remained 
above the water. Capt. Vincent Peel, Mrs. 
Harry Bell and her 8-year-old daughter, 
George Howard and wife, respectively, 
first and second cook, and a nurse girl, 
name unknown, were in the cabin. 
This 
was submerged and filled with water all 
but one small corner, 
Mrs. Howard found 
this and remained in it, calling for help 
until the roof was broken in and she was 
rescued almost dead. 
All the others wero 
drowned. 
Capt. Peel leaves a wife and seven 
children, and Mr. and Mrs. Howard a lit­ 
tle child. 
The body of Mrs. Bell has been 
rescued, but the others are supposed to bo 
still in the cabin. 
Tho survivors called for help until their 
cries wero heard and they were rescued 
from tho wreck in a skiff. 
They wero 
takeu to the Illinois shore, wfyere they 
made a fire. 
The only man in tho com­ 
pany who couldn’t swim escaped without a 
wetting by climbing up tho stanchion?, 
and ho fortunately had matches In his 
pocket 
The people are still out in tho 
woods unsheltered and a hard rain is fall­ 
ing. 
The boat is valued at $0,000, but will bo 
raised w ith small loss. 


DEATH ON A COUNTRY 
ROAD. 


A Farm er and Hts Wire Fatally Burned 
W hile R iding In a W agon. 
W a t e r l o o, 
Iowa, April 19.—Robert 
Shidler of Mansion was buried to-day. His 
death was caused by burns which ho re­ 
ceived while trying to save his wife from 
boing burned to death April 5.

clothes aud the heat was so intense that 
sho suffocated, dying in her husband’s 
arms. 
His hands and arms wore fearfully 
burned, the flesh coming from them in 
shreds. 
He suffered intense pain, but 
lingered until Tuesday, when he too died. 
Mr. Shidler was 08 years old and his 
wife G4. 


Jum ped the Track. 
P it t sb u r g , P o., April 19.—A wreck oc­ 
curred at Caraopolis, Pa., on the Pittsburg 
& Fake Erie railway about 9 o’clock lost 
evening. 
As the express was speeding 
along at the rate of thirty-five miles an 
hour, the locomotive jumped the track 
while passing a switch, dragging the bag­ 
gage, mail, smokers and three coaches 
after it, the whole train except the sleeper 
being thrown over the bank, turning twice 
in the descent. 
Mail Agent Blackmore and 
a number of passengers sustained slight in­ 
juries, but no one was seriously hurt. 
The 
baggage-car caught fire almost as soon as 
the train left the rails, but the flames were 
quickly extinguished by water from tho 
ditch. 
A special train was sent to the 
scene of the accident at once and the 
passengers brought to this city at an early 
hour this morning.

R a p id s, Mich., April 19.—Tho 
express train on the Chicago & West 
Michigan road leaving here for Chicago at 
8:40 Wednesday night was wrecked by an 
open switch at Grandville while running 
thirty miles an hour.

Gamey could check its speed, the train was 
off the track, bumping over the ties.

A large number of passen­ 
gers wore aboard, but none were injured. 
General Manager Mulliken and a party 
were in the rear coach, of which only the 
forward trucks left the track. 
The engi­ 
neer and fireman escaped unhurt. 


Tbm Illin ois H ouse Passes the M erritt 
A n titr u s t R ill. 
8 p r ih g f ie l d , 111., April IO.—The non­ 
resident trustee bill was reported back 
from the Senate this morning with tho 
amendments of that body. 
On a call of the 
toll the Senate amendments were concurred 
ip. 
The Senate amendments consisted in 
the striking out of the emergency clause 
and the addition of a proviso prohibiting 
the removal of any institution of learuiug 
from the State without the unanimous vote 
of the board of trustees. 
The Merritt anti-trust bill came up as a 
special order on third reading, and was 
discussed for over two hours. 
Messrs. 
Merrill, Allen of 
Vermillion, 
Prince, 
Enslow, and Jones of Sangamon advocated 
the bill, and Messrs. Sparks, Miller, and 
Paddock opposed it. 
The previous ques­ 
tion was finally ordered at 12:I»0 aud Hie 
bill passed by a vote of 113 yeas to 19 nays. 
Mr. Brokoski gave notice that ho would 
move to reconsider the vote by which tho 
bill providing for the organization of 
workingmen’s societies for mutual protec­ 
tion was placed in tho order of unfinished 
business. 
McLaughlin’s bill providing for 
tho regular payment of wages in lawful 
money to employes at least once every two 
weeks, was read a third time and passod— 
yeas, 117; nays, 5. 
The Senate then went into executive ses­ 
sion for the purpose of considering the 
nominations for Chicago West Park Com­ 
missioners sent to tho Senate Wednesday 
by tho Governor. 
The nomination of Harvey Q. Thompson 
as his own successor was confirmed without 
opposition, .but on tho question of confirm­ 
ing the appointment of C. K. Billings to 
fill the vacancy caused by tho resignation 
of P. McGrath, Senator Humphrey ex­ 
pressed decided opposition. 
The nomina­ 
tion was confirmed without opposition, but 
Senator Humphrey gave notico that ho 
would make a motion to reconsider. 
When the committee on county and 
township organization reported favorably 
upon the Bogordus county, township, city, 
ward, and precinct [option bill, Senator 
Shutt moved a non-cone jrrenco in tho com­ 
mittee report, saying that such a law was 
unnecessary and inexpedient, as it would 
upset tho whole license system in tho State. 
Senator Shutt’s motion prevailed by a 
vote of 23 to 21, but Senator Bogarilus 
gave notice that ho would mako a motion 
to reconsider. 
Senator McDonald moved to reconsider 
the vote by which tho fish culture bill was 
passed. 
The motion prevailed, and tho 
bill was placed on tho calendar in tho 
order of second reading, and was made a 
special order for next Wednesday. 
Senator Crawford introduced the follow­ 
ing 
concurrent resolution, which 
was 
adopted: 
“Resolved, By tho Senate of the State of 
Illinois, the House of Representatives con­ 
curring, that our Senators and Representa­ 
tives in Congress be and they are hereby 
requested to usa their best endeavors to 
secure such legislation by Congress as will 
result in tho making of a survey, under the 
direction of the Secretary of W ar of the 
ship canal connecting Lakes Michigan and 
Superior, commencing at a point on the 
Little Bay de Noo, Lake Michigan, up the 
Whitefish river to the divide between said 
lakes, thence down tho Au Train river to 
or near Au Train bay on Lake Superior, 
thus saving to commerce over 500 miles in 
the round trip between Chicago and Du­ 
luth, and saving to tho general government 
great expense in naval operations on the 
upper lakes in case of war. 
Resolved, further, That the Governor 
bo, and ho hereby is, requested to forward 
copies of tho foregoing resolution to our 
Senators and 
Representatives 
in Con­ 
gress. 
The bill awarding John B. Rico $1,170 
for damages to his cattle by reason of a 
quarantine, and the Johns election bill were 
passed with little opposition. 
A resolution offered by Senator Higbee 
expressing sympathy with tho family of 
the late Senator William R. Archer, of 
Pittsfield, was adopted by a unanimous 
rising vote, and the Senate took a recess 
until afternoon when the memorial ser­ 
vices in honor of ex-SenatorjDearborn of 
Geneva were held. 


M ICHIGAN’S STATE FA IR . 


A B ill Passed A uthorizing tho Selection 
o f a|P erm anent P lace for the Show. 
L a n s in g , Mich., April 19.—A bill has 
passed both tho House and tile Senate 
enabling the State Agricultural society to 
select a permanent location for tho State 
fair. 
The Senate passed bills appropriat­ 
ing $98,000 for tho soldiers’ homo at Grand 
Rapidf, and $50,000 for the school for the 
blind at Lansing. 
The House passed a bill repealing tho law 
which authorizes Circuit judges to sen­ 
tence first term convicts to tho Detroit 
house of correction, an institution owned 
and controlled by that city and not under 
State jurisdiction. 
Another bill passod 
cedes to tho United States jurisdiction 
ovor all lauds required in opening the Hay 
Lake canal between Lakos Superior aud 
Michigan.

placed in charge of Alonzo B. Cochran, 
with instructions to sell the same to the 
customers of Elmer Sc Sons at a price far 
below its value, and if necessary to give it 
away in order to affect the trade of Elmer 
Sc Sons. 
This was done, tho declaration 
alleges, because Elmer Sc Sons refused to 
enter into an “unlawful combination to 
unduly raise and enhance the price of one 
of the common necessaries of life.”

Arkansas City. Kan , April 19.—The 
descent en Oklahoma set in Thursday 
morning along tho entire northern border, 
and tho sun went down on a great column 
of white-topped wagons, stretching far 
away into tho Indian Territory. 
Last 
night tho rain again poured down ana car­ 
ried dismay to the thousands of home- 
seekcrs. But the boomers braved the storm 
and started their wagons down the dark 
and miry road that leads into the great 
Pouco trail, and crowded as far forward as 
the soldiers would permit. 
Then the halt 
was made, aud tho night passed sleepless. 
\Y ith tho break of day the rain ceased and 
a chill wind swept over the prairies. 
Cold 
to tho very marrow-bones, tho boomers 
wero still patient and cheerful. 
When daylight was fairly visiblo tho 
wagoners wrero up with whips in hand, 
roady to move. 
The great camps on tho 
Arkansas and Walnut rivers wero breaking 
up and thousands of men and teams were 
crowding tho rear. 
As 8 o’clock, tho 
promised 
hour of march, approached, 
great 
Excitement prevailed among the 
people. 
Suddenly a troop of soldiers ap­ 
peared on the prairie and they presently 
dashed up, halting within fifty milos of the 
Territory lino. 
Cheers rang from the 
boomers as tho soldiers came. 
C’apt. Jack 
Hayes of the Fifth cavalry was in com­ 
mand, watch in hand. 
When 8 o’clock 
arrived he gave a signal, a bugle-blast 
followed, the soldiers wheeled about, yell­ 
ing, ^cQmo on, boys!” and away they went 
across the strip. 
Tho scene immediately following was 
thrilling. 
The boomers’ cheers urged their 
teams ; forward, and in less time than it 
takes to tell it tho great march to the | 
promised Oklahoma had begun. 
Within I 
thirty minutes 700 wagons had crossed tho 
line with thousands in the rear. 
If a 
Wagon broke down, 
spilling children, I 
chickens and furniture into tho mud, it ; 
was fixed in a minute by half a hundred 
willing hands and the catastrophe smoothed 1 
with a cheering word. 
Within a mile of I 
tho border tho crowd became so densely I 
packod that it was with great difficulty a J 
passage to the front was effected. 
A half- 1 
mile west of tho Ponco trail entrance tho ; 
people were approaching in largo numbers I 
to tako the Nez Perces trail that heads to I 
Fort Reno. 
The F irst One to Cross. 
Tho first team to cross was that of Rubo 
Jackson, from Missouri, a lank, 
red- 
bearded pilgrim, who yelled liko a Piute 
and whipped his horses into a dead run. 
In succession camo an old man who waved 
a largo American flag from his wagon and 
charged all not to crowd tho banner. 
His 
instructions wero respected, either from 
everenco of tho flag or respect for tho bad 
light that was in tho old man’s oye and tho 
blue stool of tho pistol belted across his 
stomach. 
Among 
tho 
leading 
teams 
was} a kouso on wheels 
drawn 
by 
four horses. 
In the rude but comfortable 
structure was a Kansas farmer and his 
family. 
Next came a heard of about 
twenty cattle, and tho ownor|wken asked 
Why ho was driving stock through a coun­ 
try where there were thousands of cattle 
remarked: 
“ Well, I know; but when I 
have got them, I have not got to get 
^bem.” After passing a number of wagons 
of various patterns came a man riding a 
hors& and loading three others which 
wero used for packs, each ono freighted 
to its utmost capacity with household 
goods. 
This settlor being questioned as to 
why he was entering tho Territory in this 
manner answered: 
“ Well, sir, I left the 
wagon and folks behind. 
It broke down. 
Tho old woman and children are in good 
hands, and when I get thoro and get fixed 
I will send for them.” 
The young Indians from tho training 
school, about a mile beyond tho neutral 
strip line, came down to the trail! to view 
the march. 
All day long tho exodus from 
the groves of the Arkansas and Walnut 
rivers continued and reinforcements still 
poured in from tho highways. 
Two thous­ 
and Wagons had crossed tho border into 
tho Cherokee strip by noon, and tho camps 
in the neighborhood wero still full. 
A neatly-groomed horso with bright yel­ 
low saddlo bags stood at daylight by a 
boomer wagon. 
Tho inquirer attracted 
by its presence learned that it was a doc­ 
tor’s horse from town. 
A baby had just 
been born under the canvas roof of tho 
schooner. 
It was a girl, and tho father 
agreed to call it Oklahoma. 
M M B Tho Start From Caldwell. (J 
Caldwell, Kau., 
April 19.—At IO 
o’clock Thursday morning the start across 
the Cherokee strip was made by the boom­ 
ers encamped hero. 
Tho intention had 
been to start Friday morning, but, owing 
to the condition of the trail because of the 
heavy rains of the last few days, Capt 
Woodson, commanding the company sta­ 
tioned I here to repel tho invaders, de­ 
termined to give tho colonists another day 
to cross the strip. 
At 8 o’clock a blue­ 
coated bugler mounted at the camp of the 
soldiers and rode from camp to camp 
among tho boomers with tho tidings that 
they might cross tho lino into tho strip at 
IO o’clock. 
Tho troops broko camp at 9 
o'clock and proceeded to tho line. 
By IO 
o’clock fifty wagons were drawn up on 
either side of the little bridge, where the 
old Reno trail crosses the line. 
At just 
IO o’clock they were permitted to start. 
Troops rode slowly in front, the wagons 
starting out in siuglo file, making tho 
start of a long procession that will con­ 
tinue to pour over the little bridge into the 
land 
of 
tho Cherokees all day long. 
About 700 wagons left Thursday. 
Capt. 
Woodson 
returned after riding^ a few 
miles with tho troops and Lieutenant 
Jenkins will tako them through to Okla­ 
homa. 


Preparing th e Case A gainst B oulanger. 
Baris, April 19.—The Senate commis­ 
sion appointed to conduct the Boulanger 
trial to-day examined M. Reinach,manager 
of tho Republique Francaise, and BL Pres- 
senco, a writer on tho staff of the Temps, 
with reference to 
Boulanger’s dealings 
with the English capitalists. 
The Boulangist leaders in Brussels have 
decided to remain quiet during the exhibi­ 
tion, providing the Government adopts a 
similar course. 
Boulangist journals announce that De­ 
puty Vacher has been elected vice-presi- 
dent of tho National party in lieu of 
Boulanger. 
Meetings of tho party con- 
inuo to bo held at Boulanger’s Paris resi­ 
dence. 
The Radical declares that Gen. Saussier 
has presented to the Senate committee a 
list of officers willing to follow Boulanger, 
compiled by an officer who has since been 
punished.

Hartford, Conn., April 19.—J. H. 
Swift, the wife-murderer, was hanged at 
10:10 o’clock Thursday morning. 
Death 
was caused by strangulation, the noose 
having slipped around to the back of bis 
neck. 
The body hung twenty four minutes 
before the surgeons 
pronounced Swift 
dead. 
Tho crime was committed July 7, 1887. 
It was premeditated and without any 
provocation. 
Swift was a drinking man. 
He 
married a girl 
who 
was 
soon 
forced 
to leavo 
him and return to 
her father’s 
house by his disreputa­ 
ble habits. 
Several times, 
by threats 
against her life, she was forced to take up 
with him, but ho treated her so brutally 
that at last she positively refused to have 
any further relations with him. 
Wednes­ 
day, July 6, he procured a pistol, and, 
meeting her the next day on her way homo 
from tho shop in which she was employed, 
ho asked hor to live with him, and, on her 
refusal, fired, wounding her fatally. 
Ho 
was tried for murder, and on Dec. 19 the 
jury found him guilty. 
Ile was sentenced 
to hang April 5, 1889. 
Then began the struggle for life that is 
one of the most extraordinary in legal 
records. 
Tho case was appealed to tho 
Supremo court, nnd it, by a unanimous 
decision, confirmed tho finding of the 
lower court. 
Then tho sister of tho murderer. Mary A. 
Swift, petitioned the Legislature for a 
commutation of the sentence, and during 
the w hole of the present session of the Con­ 
necticut Legislature she labored to save her 
brother’s life. 
March 28 she succeeded in 
having an 
act passed commuting the 
death sentence to imprisonment for life. 
April 5, the day on which the execution of 
the original sentence should have occurred, 
Gov. Bulk ley sent back tho bill disap­ 
proved and at the same time granted Swift 
a reprieve for two weeks. 
Miss Swift once 
more renewed her efforts to save him. She 
succeeded in having the bill passed by the 
Senate over the Governor’s veto, but in the 
House failed to receive the requisite two- 
thirds majority, and Thursday John H. 
Swift expiated his crime upon the scaffold. 


A D ecision That the lload Is A m enable 
to the Inter-State Act. 
W ashington, 
April 19.—The inter­ 
state commerce commission has rendered a 
decision in the case of the Grand Trunk 
railway. 
The decision says that the inter­ 
state commerce act applies to common

OKLAHOMA NOT IN D IA N COUNTRY. 


Liquor May Be Sold T here—Army Offi­ 
cers A pprehensive of Tjouble. 
W ashington, April 18.—Mr. Mason, 
commissioner of internal revenue, has de­ 
cided that under tho recent act of Congress 
and the proclamation of the President in 
relation to Oklahoma, it ceases to be 
“ Indian country,” and that special-tax 
Stamps may be sold to w holesale and retail 
liquor dealers to engago in business there, 
under tho same terms and regulations as in 
other States and Territories of tho United 
States. 
Army officers are very apprehensive re­ 
garding the opening of Oklahoma. 
The 
subject has formed tho main topic of dis­ 
cussion at recent cabinet meetings, ami tho 
Attorney-General lias been called upon to 
decide tho question as to the authority of 
tho war department to act in case of vio­ 
lence in the newly opened country. The in­ 
structions sent to tho commandant of tho 
troops in Oklahoma, as a result of tho 
opinion rendered 
by

Attorney- 
General, 
were 
extremely 
guarded. 
They are understood to direct the army 
officers to assist in the maintenance of 
law, but to carefully observe the regula­ 


tions defining their authority, and leave 
arrests for violations of low to the mer 
thals.

sense of what they 
have 
lost in John 
Bright,” says George 
Smalley, in a London 
dispatch. 
“It is nat- 
ral to turn to tho 
jpress for the most 
complete 
expression 
of the general hom­ 
age, ” he continues, 
“but I apprehend that 
his death is felt most 
keenly in the humble 
homes 
and 
among 
the humbler classes 
of this country. 
If ever they had a friend 
it was John Bright. 
To him, more than to 
any other of his generation, they owe it 
that their condition to-day is one of some 
content and reasonable comfort. They owe 
to him and to Cobden together untaxed 
food, but they have to thank him almost 
alone for tho breaking down of the spirit 
of class monopoly which before his time 
was the one intolerable burden upon their 
life. 
They owe their political enfranchise* 
ment to him, not directly but indirectly. 
He was tho real author of Mr. Gladstone’s 
bill of 1866 and Disraeli’s of 1867. Neither 
gave the vote to the workingman, nor was 
the giving of it then possible. 
But they 
made the speedy giving of it inevitable, 
and given it was, in truth, from Mr. 
Bright’s own hand, if not by his act. 
“All this they know well, but in the En­ 
glish press you hear little of it. 
Tho most 
grateful classes are not the articulate 
classes. 
Even the middle class, of which 
Mr. Bright was the lifelong champion, are 
under less obligations to him than those be­ 
low them. 
But it is their voice which is 
mostly heard to-day. 
No class or con­ 
dition is quite silent. 
The Queen had a 
real regard for Mr. Bright, whoso loyalty 
to the Crown and personal respect for the 
Queen have been often declared. 
Some of 
the last messages which reached him before 
his death came from the Queen and tho 
Prince and Princeas of Wales. 
Theyjknow 
—or if they do not, their advisers do— 
that Mr. Bright’s influence was thej chiof 
among thoso which averted revolution, or, 
at any rate, which have made revolution 
peaceful instead of violent. 
So do those 
privileged classes whose privileges he at­ 
tacked and either destroyed or diminished. 
Until of late years they denounced him 
fiercely. 
Of late they have covered him 
with eulogies, and none to-day are moro 
ready to cover his memory with laurel. 
“As for the English press it has done its 
present office well. 
Mr. Bright had no 
great admiration for the London press, 
which he regarded as in the main tho de­ 
fender of whatever is powerful, whatever 
is established, whatever has wealth, pre­ 
cedent, or prerogative on its side. 
He had 
to carry on the great contests of his life 
with but littlo help from the most powerful 
of these papers at the most critical mo­ 
ments. 
But they lift themselves to do him 
justice, and the provincial press, as of ton 
happens, surpasses that of London. 
They 
both claim him as a typical Englishman— 
and so he was—and they see clearly that in 
the higher range of his character he was 
not typical, but unique. They say Jo f him, 
without stint that he was perhaps tho only 
English statesman of the first rank in pub­ 
lic life whoso honesty, whose sincerity 
whose perfect singlemindedness and entire 
devotion to interests other than his own or 
his party have never once been questioned 
amid all the conflicts of a stormy political 
life. 
“They do justice to his rigorous concep­ 
tion of duty; they recognize tho apostolic 
character of his political mission; they 
acknowledge what to most of them seems 
one of his chief titles to lasting renown— 
the success of every reform identical with 
his name. They are not insensible to the 
loftiness of his aims or to the religious fer­ 
vor of his public aspirations any more thau 
to his incomparable genius as aa orator, or 
to the charm of his private life and per­ 
sonal character. He is still, even to the 
disappointed Radicals, the tribune of the 
people of earlier days—always their advo­ 
cate, never their flatterer. 
“The Tories, perhaps less disappointed 
as things are going, speak with no trace 
of bitterness of those days when he thun­ 
dered against pluralists and sinecurists in 
church and state; against monopoly inland 
and monopoly is legislation; against the 
adulterous origin, as he called it, of spirit­ 
ual peers; against the military and naval 
services as a gigantic system of outdoor re­ 
lief for the aristocracy; against protection 
when protection meant, as it did here, dear 
food for the people; against almost any-, 
thing which the Tories then held sacred. 
What they now hold sacred Mr. Bright 
himself would have been perplexed to de­ 
fine with accuracy. 
“No doubt they are grateful to him for 
his refusal to follow Mr. Gladstone in his 
home rule crusade. 
No doubt, also, some 
of the moro extreme Home-Rulers find it 
hard to refrain from expressing by his 
open grave some of the animosity they felt 
and expressed toward him in the later 
years of his life, even when the end of his 
life was in sight, and even though Ireland 
never had a truer friend. 
One of the 
leading homo rule journals of Ireland 
even to day speaks of him as a “crank.” 
It is tho solo exception that I have seen to 
the general wish of this party to forgot all 
recent controversies and to remember only 
the beauty and splendor and purity of Mr. 
Bright’s wholo life. 
“There is, perhaps, no part of Mr. 
Bright’s groat career so littlo dwelt upon 
in proportion to its importance as his im­ 
mense services to America. 
Few English­ 
men care to remind themselves how much 
need there was for . them or to own how 
all but universal in public life and in so­ 
ciety was English sympathy with the pro­ 
slavery rebellion. There was no period in 
Mr. Bright’s history when ho had moro 
need of courage; none when to be in tho 
minority was to bo moro hated; none 
in which his finest qualities shone moro 
brightly. 
If the English do not choose to 
acknowledge it there is a reason tho more 
why we should render him full tribute. 
A 
nation’s gratitude cannot now repay the 
debt which the nation then incurred. 
Liv­ 
ing, he would have been tho nation’s guest, 
had health permitted him to cross the At­ 
lantic, at President 
Hayes’ invitation. 
Dead, the nation which mourns for him 
cannot declare its homage too publicly or 
too solemnly. To the last America was 
dear to him. 
What he did for the extinc­ 
tion of slavery and the saving of the 
Union was one of his most precious rem­ 
iniscences, and there was no subject on 
which he discoursed with more eloquent de­ 
light.” 
Perhaps no better Feulogy of the dis* 
tinguished 
philanthropist can bo give! 
than that spoken by his eminent colleague! 
and to a great his extent his fellow labors] 
$l the amelioration of the wrongs of HR 
working classes, the Hon. William EL 
Gladstone. 
In Ute House of Common^ 
while the deceased was yet unburied, on 
the occasion of eulo­ 
gistic addresses to his 
memory, Mr. Glad­ 
stone said: 
“Mr. 
Bright has 
been, to a remarkably 
degree, happy in the 
oment 
of his re­ 
oval from among 


say this because it was at tho particu­ 
lar epoch of the Crimean war that I came 
moro to understand the position held by 
him and some of his friends and the hold 
they had laid upon the confidence of the 
people. 
We had known of his great men­ 
tal gifts, his courage, his consistency, and 
his splendid eloquence. We had not known 
how high was the moral tone of those pop­ 
ular leaders and what splendid example? 
they could set their contemporaries. 
“Among other gifts, Mr. Bright was de­ 
lighted to be one of the chief guardians of 
the purity of the English tongue. 
He 
knew how the character of a nation is asso­ 
ciated with its language 
He was enabled, 
as an Englishman profoundly attached to 
his country, to preserve the purity of the 
language of Shakspeare and Milton. 
“It was a happy lot to unite so many at­ 
tractive qualities. 
If I had to dwell upon 
them alone I should present a dazzling pic­ 
ture to tho world. 
It was a happier lot to 
teach moral lessons of simplicity, consis­ 
tency, unfailing courage, and constancy of 
life, thus presenting a combination of 
qualities that carried us to a higher atmos­ 
phere. 
His sympathies were not strong 
only, but active; not sympathies awaiting 
call to be made upon them, but sympathies 
of a man seeking objects upon which to 
bestow the inestimable advantage of elo­ 
quence and courage. Whatever touched him 
as a man of the great Anglo-Saxon race, 
whatever touched him as a subject, ob­ 
tained unasked his sincere, earnest, and 
enthusiastic aid. 
All caules having his 
powerful advocacy made a distinct advance 
in the estimation of the world and distinct 
progress toward triumphant success. 
Thus 
it has come about that he is entitled to a 
higher eulogy that is due to success. Of 
mere success indeed he was a conspicuous 
example. 
In intellect he might claim a 
most distinguished place. 
But his charac­ 
ter lies deeper than intellect, deeper than 
eloquence, deeper than anpthing that can 
bo described or that can be seen upon tho 
surface. 
“The supremo eulogy that is his duo ie 
that ho elevated political life to the high­ 
est point—to a loftier standard than it had 
ever reached. 
He has bequeathed to his 
country a character that cannot only lie 
made a subject for admiration and grati­ 
tude, but—and I do not exaggerate when 
I say it—that can become an object of 
reverential contemplation. 
In the enco­ 
miums that come from every quarter there 
is not a note of dissonance. 
I do not 
know of any statesman 
of my time 
who had the happiness of receiving, 
on removal from this passing world, 
tho honor of 
approval 
at 
oneo so 
enthusiastic, so universal, and so unbroken. 
Yet nono could bettor dispense with the 
tributes of tho moment, because the tri­ 
umphs of his life wore triumphs recorded 
in tho advance of his country and of its 
people. 
His name is indelibly written in 
the annals of timo and on the hearts of tho 
great and overspreading race to which he 
belongs, whoso wido extension ho rejoice*I 
to see and whoso power and prominence he 
believed to bo full of promise and glory for 
tho best interests of mankind.”

“Without, or almost without, distinction 
of party, and with genuine and deop grief, 
the English are signifying everywhere aud 
in many ways their 
sense of what they 
have 
lost in John 
Bright,” says George 
Smalley, in a London 
dispatch. 
“It is nat­ 
ural to turn to tho 
jpress for the most 
complete 
expression 
of the general hom­ 
age,” he continues, 
“but I apprehend that 
his death is felt most 
keenly in the humble 
homes 
and 
among 
jo h n b r ig h t. 
the humbler classes 
of this country. 
If over they had a friend 
it was John Bright. 
To him, more than to 
any other of his generation, they owe it 
that their condition to-day is one of some 
content and reasonable comfort. They owe 
to him and to Cobden together untaxed 
food, but they have to thank him almost 
alone for tho breaking down of the spirit 
of class monopoly which before his time 
was the one intolerable burden upon their 
life. 
They owe their political enfranchise­ 
ment to him, not directly but indirectly. 
He was tho real author of Mr. Gladstone’s 
bill of 1866 and Disraeli’s of 1867. Neither 
gave the vote to the workingman, nor was 
tho giving of it then possible. 
But they 
made the speedy giving of it inevitable, 
and given it was, in truth, from Mr. 
Bright’s own hand, if not by his act. 
“All this they know well, but in the En­ 
glish press you hoar little of it. 
Tho most 
grateful classes are not the articulate 
classes. 
Even the middle class, of which 
Mr. Bright was the lifelong champion, are 
under less obligations to him than those be­ 
low them. 
But it is their voice which is 
mostly heard to-day. 
No class or con­ 
dition is quite silent. 
The Queen hod a 
real regard for Mr. Bright, whoso loyalty 
to the Crown and personal respect for the 
Queen have been often declared. 
Some of 
the last messages which reached him before 
his death came from the Queen and tho 
Prince and Princess of Wales. 
Theyjknow 
—or if they do not, their advisers do— 
that Mr. Bright’s influence was thoj chief 
among thoso which averted revolution, or, 
at any rate, which have made revolution 
peaceful instead of violent. 
So do those 
privileged classes whose privileges ho at­ 
tached and either destroyed or diminished. 
Until of late years they denounced him 
fiercely. 
Of late they have covered him 
with eulogies, and none to-day are more 
ready to cover his memory with laurel. 
“As for the English press it has done its 
present office wrelL 
Mr. Bright had no 
great admiration for the London press, 
which he regarded as in the main tho de­ 
fender of whatever is powerful, whatever 
is established, whatever has wealth, pre­ 
cedent, or prerogative on its side. 
He had 
to carry on the great contests of his life 
with but littlo help from the most powerful 
of these papers at the most critical mo­ 
ments. 
But they lift themselves to do him 
justice, and the provincial press, as of ton 
happens, surpasses that of London. 
They 
both claim him as a typical Englishman— 
and so he was—and they see clearly that in 
the higher range of his character he was 
not typical, but unique. 
They say Jo f him, 
without stint that he was perhaps tho only 
English statesman of the first rank in pub­ 
lic life whoso honesty, whose sincerity 
whose perfect singlemindedness and entire 
devotion to interests other than his own or 
his party have never once been questioned 
amid all the conflicts of a stormy political 
life. 
“They do justice to his rigorous concep­ 
tion of duty; they recognize tho apostolic 
character of his political mission; they 
acknowledge what to most of them seems 
one of his chief titles to lasting renown— 
the success of every reform identical with 
his name. 
They are not insensible to the 
loftiness of his aims or to the religious fer­ 
vor of his public aspirations any more thau 
to his incomparable genius as an orator, or 
to the charm of his private life and per­ 
sonal character. 
He is still, even to the 
disappointed Radicals, the tribune of the 
people of earlier days—always their advo­ 
cate, never their flatterer. 
“The Tories, perhaps less disappointed 
as things are going, speak with no trace 
of bitterness of those days when he thun­ 
dered against pluralists and sinecurist^ in 
church and state; against monopoly inland 
and monopoly is legislation; against the 
adulterous origin, as he called it, of spirit­ 
ual peers; against the military and naval 
services as a gigantic system of outdoor re­ 
lief for the aristocracy; against protection 
when protection meant, as it did here, dear 
food for the people; against almost any-, 
thing which the Tories then held sacred. 
What they now hold sacred Mr. Bright 
himself would have been perplexed to de­ 
fine with accuracy. 
“No doubt they are grateful to him for 
his refusal to follow Mr. Gladstone in his 
home rule crusade. 
No doubt, also, some 
of the more extreme Home-Rulers find it 
hard to refrain from expressing by his 
open grave some of the animosity they felt 
and expressed toward him in the later 
years of his life, even when the end of his 
life was in sight, and even though Ireland 
never had a truer friend. 
One of the 
leading homo rule journals of Ireland 
even to day speaks of him as a “crank.” 
It is tho solo exception that I have seen to 
tho general wish of this party to forgot all 
recent controversies and to rememlier only 
the beauty and splendor and purity of Mr. 
Bright’s whole life. 
“There is, perhaps, no part of Mr. 
Bright’s great career so littlo dwelt u{nm 
in proportion to its importance as his im­ 
mense services to America 
Few English­ 
men care to remind themselves how much 
need there was for . them or to own how 
all but universal in public life and in so­ 
ciety was English sympathy with the pro­ 
slavery rebellion. There was no period in 
Mr. Bright’s history when ho had more 
need of courage; none when to be in tho 
minority was to bo more haled; none 
in which his finest qualities shone more 
brightly. 
If the English do not choose to 
acknowledge it there is a reason tho more 
why we should render him full tribute. 
A 
nation’s gratitude cannot now repay the 
debt which the nation then incurred. 
Liv­ 
ing, he would have been the nation’s guest, 
had health permitted him to cross the At­ 
lantic, at President 
Hayes’ invitation. 
Dead, the nation which mourns for him 
cannot declare its homage too publicly or 
too solemnly. 
To the last America was 
dear to him. 
What he did for the extinc­ 
tion of slavery and the saving of the 
Union was one of his most precious rem­ 
iniscences, and there was no subject on 
which he discoursed with more eloquent de­ 
light” 
Perhaps no better Feulogy of the di» 
tinguished 
philanthropist can be give* 
than that spoken by his eminent colleague^ 
and to a great his extent his fellow lahore)

While he in that way opened the 
minds and hearts of those with whom ne 
differed to appreciation of his merits, he 
loet nothing by that concord with them on 
Chat particular subject. 
I acknowledge 
that I have not, through my whole politi­ 
cal life, fully embraced the character of 
Mr. Bright and the value of that character 


“I say this because it was at tho particu­ 
lar epoch of the Crimean war that I came 
more to understand the position held by 
him and some of his friends and the hold 
they bad laid upon the confidence of the 
people. 
We had known of his great men­ 
tal gifts, hi9 courage, his consistency, and 
his splendid eloquence. We had not known 
how high was the moral tone of those pop­ 
ular leaders and what splendid examples 
they could set their contemporaries. 
“Among other gifts, Mr. Bright was de­ 
lighted to be one of the chief guardians of 
the purity of the English tongue. 
He 
kuew how the character of a nation is asso­ 
ciated with its language 
Ho was enabled, 
as an Englishman profoundly attached to 
his country, to preserve the purity of the 
language of Shakspeare and Milton. 
“It was a happy lot to unite so many at­ 
tractive qualities. 
If I had to dwell upon 
them alone I should present a dazzling pic­ 
ture to the world. 
It was a happier lot to 
teach moral lessons of simplicity, consis­ 
tency, unfailing courage, and constancy of 
life, thus presenting a combination of 
qualities that carried us to a higher atmos­ 
phere. 
His sympathies were not strong 
only, but active; not sympathies awaiting 
call to be made upon them, but sympathies 
of a man seeking objects upon which to 
bestow the inestimable advantage of elo­ 
quence and courage. Whatever touched him 
as a man of the great Anglo-Saxon race, 
whatever touched him as a subject, ob­ 
tained unasked his sincere, earnest, and 
enthusiastic aid. 
All causes having his 
powerful advocacy made a distinct advance 
in the estimation of tne world and distinct 
progress toward triumphant success. 
Thus 
it has come about that he is entitled to a 
higher eulogy that is duo to success. Of 
mere success indeed he was a conspicuous 
example. 
In intellect he might claim a 
most distinguished place. 
But his charac­ 
ter lies deeper than Intellect, deeper than 
eloquence, deeper than anpthing that can 
bo described or that can be seen upon tho 
surface. 
“The supremo eulogy that is his due i« 
that he elevated political life to tho high­ 
est point—to a loftier standard than it had 
ever reached. 
He has bequeathed to his 
country a character that cannot only be 
made a subject for admiration and grati­ 
tude, but—and I do not exaggerate when 
I say it—that can become an object of 
reverential contemplation. 
In the enco­ 
miums that come from every quarter there 
is not a note of dissonance. 
I do not 
know of any statesman 
of my 
time 
who had the happiness of receiving, 
on removal from this passing world, 
tho honor of 
approval 
at 
onco so 
enthusiastic, so universal, and so unbroken. 
Yet nono could better dispense with the 
tributes of the moment, because the tri­ 
umphs of his life were triumphs recorded 
In the advance of his country and of its 
people. 
His name is indelibly written in 
the annals of timo and on the hearts of tho 
great and overspreading race to which he 
belongs, whoso wido extension ho rejoiced 
to see aud whoso power and prominence he 
believed to bo full of promise and glory for 
the best interests of mankind.”

THE TAW IN RS FERENCE TO GRANTING L I­ 


CENSE -HOW’ TO APPLY. 
AU saloon licenses will expire on the 
first Tuesday in May; and people contem­ 
plating keeping saloons or places where 
liquors are sold are ^compelled previous 
to that date to take out new license. For 
the benefit of those interested in the 
trade, the Gazette publishes the follow­ 
ing information, taken from the law as 
amended. I d all cities people win fail 
to make application at the time announc­ 
ed for receiving them, are compelled to 
close their saloons, if they are keeping 
such places, upon the first Tuesday id 
May. If they dc not, they are liable to 
prosecution and penalty, just the same 
as any one else who sells without a li­ 
cense. It is more than probable that all 
men who do not attend tj this prelimi­ 
nary step, and attempt to sell liquor af- 
ther the |expiration of their licenses, will 
be dealt with according to the law. Read 
tbe law carefully. 
S e c t io n I. Section 1548, of the re­ 
vised statutes, as amended by chapter 
322, of the laws of 1882, is hereby 
amended so that said section aha'l read 
as follows: 
Section 1548. The town 
boards, village boards and common 
councils of tbe respective towns, villages 
and cities may grant license under the 
conditions and restrictions in this chap­ 
ter contained to such persons as they 
deem proper to keep groceries, saloons. 
or other places within their respective 
towns, villages or oities, for the sale in 
quantities of less than one gallon of 
strong, spirituous, 
malt, ardent or 
intoxicating 
liquors, 
to 
be 
drank 
on the premises; and, in like man 
net 
may 
grant 
licenses 
for 
the 
sale, in any quantity, of such liquors, 
not to be drank on the premises, and 
the sam to be paid for snob license for 
the sale of such liquors to be drank on 
the premises, shall, (subject to right to 
increase the same, as in this chapter pro­ 
vided) be, in towns having within their 
boundaries no oity or village incorporat­ 
ed or ncincorporated, with a population 
of five hundred or more, one hundred 
dollars, and in all oities and villages, and 
in towns not herein otherwise provided 
for the sam to be paid for snob lionise 
shell be two hundred dollars; and the 
sum to be paid for such license, for tbe 
sale of such liquors not to be drank od 
the premises, except for registered phar­ 
macists, as in this chapter provided, shall 
be two hundred dollars. The applica­ 
tion for any such license shall be in writ­ 
ing and shall state the kind of license 
edplisd for, and a designation rf the 
premises where suoh liquors shall be sold. 
All Bach licensee shall remain in force 
until the first Tuesday in May next after 
the granting thereof nnless sooner re­ 
voked by the board or oommon council 
granting the same. 
Suoh license shall 
be attested by tbe town, oity or village 
clerk, and shall not be delivered until the 
applicant shall produce and file with the 
clerk a receipt, showing the payment of 
the sum required therefor to the proper 
town, village, or city treasurer, and nntil 
the filing with such clerk of the bond 
provided'for in section 1549 of the re­ 
vised statntes. It is hereby made the 
duty of all town boards, village boards 
and common councils to meet and be in 
session on third Tuesday in April, of 
each year end from day today thereafter, 
so long as it may be necessary for tbe 
purpose of acting npon such applications 
as may be presented to them, conform­ 
able to the provisions of this obapter. 
The population of any city or village 
shall be ascertained by tbe last preced­ 
ing enumeration by the state or general

Before 
the French occupation no 
Giaour could enter the precincts of Kair- 
wan, but the Holy City has since become 
the least fanatical spot of all North 
Africa.

energy a very small part Is transferred to 
the waters that run back through rivers to 
the sea, and a still smaller fraction is util­ 
ized by roan. 
The remainder is dissipated 
in space.

AU saloon licenses will expire on tbe 
first Tuesday in May; and people ontem* 
platiug keepmg saloons or plaoei where 
liquors are sold are [compelled previous 
to that date to take out new license. For 
the benefit of those interested in the 
trade, the Gazette publ.shes the follow­ 
ing information, taken from the law as 
amended. In all cities people wh> fail 
to make application at the time announc­ 
ed for receiving them, are compelled to 
close their saloons, if they are keeping 
such places, upon the first Tuesday in 
May. 
If they dc not, they are liable to 
prosecution and penalty, j ast the same 
as any one else who sells without a li­ 
cense. It is more than probable that all 
men who do not attend tj this prelimi­ 
nary step, and attempt to sell liquor Ei­ 
ther the (expiration of their licenses, will 
be dealt with according to the law. Read 
the law carefully. 
S ection I. Section 1548, of the re- 
| vised statutes, as amended by chapter 
1322, of the laws of 1882, is hereby 
amended so that said section sha’l read 
as follows: 
Section 1548. The town 
boards, village boards and comm in 
councils of tbe respective towns, villages 
aud cities may grant license under the 
conditions and restrictions in this chap­ 
ter contained to such persons as they 
deem proper to keep groceries, saloons. 
or other places within their respective 
towns, villages or cities, for the sale id 
quantities of less than one gallon of 
strong, 
spirituous, 
malt, 
ardent or 
intoxicating 
liquors, 
to 
be 
drank 
on tbe premises; and, in like man 
nor 
may 
grant 
licenses 
for 
the 
sale, in any quantity, of such liquors, 
not to be drank on the premises, and 
the sum to be paid for such license for 
the sale of such liquors to be drank on 
the premises, shall, (subject to right to 
increase the same, as in this chapter pro­ 
vided) be, in towns having within their 
boundaries no oity or village incorporat­ 
ed or unincorporated, with a population 
of five hundred or more, one hundred 
dollars, and in all oities and villages, aud 
id towos not herein otherwise provided 
for the sum to be paid for such lie nee 
shell be two hundred dollars; aud the 
sum to be paid for such license, for the 
sale of such liquors not to be drank on 
the premises, except for registered phar­ 
macists, as in this chapter provided, shat 
be two hundred dollars. The applica­ 
tion for any such license shall be in writ­ 
ing end shall state the kind of license 
edplied for, and a designation cf the 
premises where suoh liquors shall be sold 
All suoh licensee shall remain in force 
until the first Tuesday in May next after 
the granting thereof unless sooner re­ 
voked by the board or oommon conner 
granting the same. 
Suoh license shall 
be attested by the town, city or village 
clerk, and shall not be delivered until the 
applicant shall produce aud file with the 
clerk a receipt, showing the payment of 
the sum required therefor to the proper 
town, village, or oity treasurer, and anti 
the filing with such clerk of the bone 
provtded’for in section 1549 of the re­ 
vised statutes. It is hereby made the 
duty of all town boards, village boards 
and common councils to meet and be in 
session on third Tuesday in April, of 
each year end from day today thereafter, 
so long as it may be necessary for tbe 
purpose of acting upon suoh applications 
ss may be presented to them, conform­ 
able to the provisions of this chspter 
The population of any city or village 
shall be ascertained by the last preoed 
ing enumeration by the state or general 
government

A Rem iniscence of Arkansas P olitics Isl 
the Early Days.

none succeeded in turning the Treader 
vote in lii3 favor, He was finally in 
despair and had almost decided that 
withdrawal from the roll was his only 
hope of avoiding ignominious defeat. 
In this frame of mind, one Dooming 
about a week bofore the’ election, he 
mounted his sturdy mule and rode down 
to the cross-roads grocery store, {p those 
days it was the custom for all country es­ 
tablishments of this character to keep 
“licker,” and this particular grocery was 
not an exception. The first ffiap tjiat 
met the eye of Pipkins on his arrival was 
young Charley Treader. Charley was 
the pet and the favorite of all the ^read- 


i ers, his prestige arising from the.fact 
I that he could play the “stiffest” game of 
; poker and 
shoot the closest at a rifle 
, target of any man in the township. He 
! was ‘ tanked up” that morning, and ready 
for any kind of a fray. 
Pipkins dis­ 
mounted as Charley disapeared in the 
store, and started to go in also, when he 
discovered seated on a log a little way 
from the building a brawny son of Erin, 
who to all appearances had been deeply 
imbibing the night before and was as dry 
as a chip for another drink. A fortunate 
idea popped into Pipkins’ head, and he 
approached the Irishman 
and 
said; 
“If you will go in there and pound the 
living lights out of that young whelp 
Treader, I’ll give you a quart of whisky. 
It didn t require more than a minute to 
complete the trade, and after Pat went 
into the saloon it required only half that 
length of time to bring on the desired 
conflict. With one blow of his massive 
fist the Irishman felled Charley to the 
floor. At this moment Pipkins rushed 
into the store and knocking the Irishman 
down, drew his pistol, and exclaimed, 
“When you touch a Treader you touch 
mc!

R elics and Mosques o f Africa. 
Before 
the French occupation no 
Giaour could enter the precincts of Kair- 
wan. hut the Holy City ha3 since become 
the least fanatical spot of all North 
Africa. 
In fact, this is the only place in 
which one can visit the mosques. Tne 
most noteworthy of the 175 sacred edl 
flees is the Great Mosque, with its 565 
columns of marble of every conceivable 
color and of every kind of architecture, 
very beautiful, too, is that wrongly 
called by tho French the “Mosque of the 
B arter of the Prophet.” The error arose 
as follows: It was built in honor of 
Abou Selma El Balam, called Seid Sabbi

Burning W ater for FueL 
The burning of water is a curious 
thing. When I went to England many 
years ago, writes a contributor to the 
Manufacturers* Gazette, a perfect novice 
in matters relating to combustion of 
fuel, and saw the firemen and engineers 
pouring bucketfuls of water oh their 
coal heaps just before shoveling the coal 
on to their fires, I at once told theta that 
they were doing a very foolish thipg, for 
it took a lot of heat 
to drive off 
the 
water before the coal would bum. 
But 
when they told me that it was a matter 
that did not admit an argument, as they 
had proved that they had got much 
hotter fires when they wet their coal 
than when they put it on dry, I was 
completely nonplused, and when with 
my “stoker” I fed the furnaces with 
tanbark, etc., so wet that the water ran 
out of the hoppers, I believed the firemen 
were right. 


Paper From W ood. 
The discovery of the value of wood in 
paper making is credited to Dr. H. IL 
Hill, of Maine. About forty years ago 
the doctor visited the paper j mill at 
Vassalboro, and after looking over the 
machinery suggested the feasibility of 
using wood, and asked wily the manu­ 
facturers did not get a few bales of ex­ 
celsior from Augusta, where it was made, 
and try the experiment of making paper 
from wood. 
“It can't be done,” said the 
manuf ac Utterers. 
“Have you not as 
much gumption as the the'horuets, whose 
nests are made of wood paper?” asked 
the doctor. 
The result of the conversa­ 
tion was a letter, some time later, from 
the firm’s wholesale agents in Boston 
asking what they were putting in their 
paper to make it so much better ttyftn it 
had been. It was wood, then first tided in 
this way.
